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Stop Ignorant Hate Crimes

A reward for up to $1000 is be- 
ing offered to any person who is 
able to produce information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of per- 
petrators of hate crimes on the UNO 
campus or against members of the 
UNO community. 

UNO’s Faculty Senate has joined 
together with the UNO-American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors (AAUP) to sponsor this awe- 
some reward fund. 

Due to the increasing number of 


racial threats prevalent on the UNO - 


campus, particularly occurring last 
spring and in the summer com- 
mencement, efforts are being made 
to put a stop to these malicious acts 
of violence. 

Hate crimes, also referred to as 
ethnoviolence, are problems of ig- 
norance and are motivated by preju- 


dice. Ethnoviolence is even’ more” 


damaging than discrimination be- 


cause it is intended to inflict physi- 
cal or psychological injury to indi- 
viduals based on their association 


or perceived affiliation to a particu- . 


lar group. These vicious acts are 
based on sexual orientation, reli- 
gious, ethnic, and gender groups. 
Often times these acts of discrimi- 
nation are thought of as surreal or 
foreign, and it is not until they “hit 
home” that we begin to recognize 
the reality of hate crimes. 
Ethnoviolence can range from 
barbaric attacks and arson to more 
common expressions of prejudice 
-including slurs, harassment, physi- 
cal intimidation, defacement and 
displays of identifiable markings or 
symbols of prejudice or group ha- 
tred. On college campuses, there has 
been evidence of hate mail, hostile 
phone calls, and numerous verbal 
‘insults that'contifue to thrive based 
on ignorance and discrimination. 


Like an uncontrollable disease, hate 
crimes have spread abundantly and 
the urgency to contain these acts of 
violence is increasing. 

Shelton Hendricks, president of 
the Faculty Senate at UNO states, 
“We're putting out a threat to make 
the people who are committing 


these outrageous and highly unac- - 


ceptable crimes think twice before 
they commit another vicious act.” 

Flyers are posted throughout the 
UNO campus to spread awareness 
of ethnoviolence on this campus. 

Hendricks further comments, 
“By posting the flyers across the 
campus, we hope to express our to- 
tal disgust and intolerance of these 
hate crimes and ultimately catch the 
perpetrators. 

The Faculty Senate cannot stress 


enough the severity of these crimes. a

Almost exactly one year after she left Omaha tele- 
vision station KETV, Carol Schrader will begin a tele- 
vision talk show at UNO’s public television station 
KYNE. 

The show will be called “Consider This...” and will 
be taped on campus on Thursdays at 2 p.m. It will air

Adams said the details involved with taping out-

He said she has been supportive since the begin- 
ning of the radio and television stations, 

“We are very pleased that Caro! Schrader will 
be hosting the program, Aliano said.” 

The first guest willbe Nancy Belck, UNO’s 
new chancellor. Students are encouraged to attend 
the tapings of the show and perhaps even ask ques- 
lions. 

Adams suid the show will be friendly and chal- 
lenging — along the same lines as “Viewpoints,” 
a show Schrader did in the past. 

Adams said Cathy Wyatt, Schrader’s producer, 
will select the guests and topics for the show. 
“Carol is not out to make anyone uncomfortable, 
but if there is a question that needs to be asked 
she will bring it up,” Adams said.

There have been some new ad- 
ditions to the College of Fine Arts. 
Six new faculty members were 
hired and are making their marks at 
UNO this year. 

In the last edition of the Gate- 
way, we gave aclose up look at three 
of those faculty members. As prom- 
ised, here is the lowdown on the re- 
maining three new faces in the Fine 
Arts building. 

Stefan Stuber is the visiting as- 
sistant professor of music education. 
He earned his bachelors degree at 
East Carolina University, his mas- 
ters at the University of Illinois, and 
his doctoral from the University of 
Washington. 

“I teach Music Education and 
Elementary, Secondary, and High- 
School Instrumental music meth- 
ods,” Stuber said of this semester’s 
class schedule, “‘as well as supervis- 
ing the student teachers and doing 
some administrative and research 
work for the College of Fine Arts.” 

Along with teaching several un- 
dergraduate classes, Stuber interacts 
closely with the graduate students 
who are working towards their Mas- 
ters degree in music. “I advise the 
students on picking out their thesis 
topics and also help them with the

their papers,” Stuber said. 

Much of Stuber’s time will soon 
be spent traveling to area high 
schools and doing some recruiting 
for UNO’s music department. “I am 
the coordinator for career day,” he 
said, “and I will be visiting with 
high schoolers that are interested in 
pursuing a career in music.” 

As for his role as visiting pro- 
fessor, although it is a one year po- | 
sition, Stuber hopes to be around for 
much longer. “I ike UNO very, very 
much. I have been cordially wel- 
comed. There are a number of new 
faculty and the senior faculty are 
always there for advice.” Stuber 
said of his new position, “I 
definately want to stay.” 

For those students who do not 
hav aclass with Stefan Stuber you 
can look for him at the New Fac- 
ulty Recital on Oct. 5, where he will 
be performing several marimba so- 
los. He is currently putting together 
a clinic, slated for next month, on 
the contemporary techniques of four 
mallett marimba. 

Taking on the job of the assis- 
tant professor of music and direc- 
tor of bands is newcomer Timothy 
Yontz. He received his bachelors

Until this semester, these two words were only heard on 
campus at such locales as the UNO Bookstore, the Recre- 
ation Department, and the Athletic Department. But now, this 
phrase, which has become a mainstay of America’s economy, 
is heard at the Cashiering desk. 

- Manager of Cashiering and Student Accounts, Margie 
Schwarzkpof said that the verification of credit cards has been 
a work in progress. 

“We have been working for several years, trying to get 
credit card payment established here at the university. It’s 
quile a process,” Schwarzkpof said. 

From the results of this first payment period, Schwarzkpof 
said that it proved to be a success. 

“We just got the numbers from the tuition payments of 
this semester, Our figures showed that several students have 
exercised this payment option. Another thing we have no- 
ticed is that those students who paid with a credit card paid 
their tuition bill for the entire year. And this definitely helps

“We haven't had many problems so far. We have had some 
credit cards declined, however. When this occurs, we get a 
notice out to the student immediately. Some of the time, it is 
something as simple as their account number being copied 
down incorrectly. The response from these students has been 
wonderful. They are then able to make the necded changes,” 
Schwarzkpof said. 

And what do the students think of this payment option? 

Freshman Matt Mixan believes that payment by credit 
cards can be both good and bad. 

“T think it is a good idea. That way if students don’t have 
the cash available, they can pay for it now and they can pay 
off their credit card bill later,’ Mixan said. 

Some students find this payment alternative not the best 
option. 

“I wouldn’t want to pay my tuition bill on a credit card,” 
said sophomore Tatum Shepard. “I wouldn’t want to pay it 
all off at one time. By using a credit card, you are forced to 
pay later. I would rather use the money I have put away and 
pay off my tuition bill up front.”

Many teenagers are responsible 
enough to handle the task of driv- 
ing, but the issue is not responsi- 
bility. 

It's about experience, which 
too many young drivers are lack- 
ing. Driver’s education is not re- 
quired, nor is having a learner’s 
permit (which can be obtained at 
age of fifteen). 

North Carolina is the first state 
to go to a graduated license sys- 
tem. The driver must have driven 
for a full-year before receiving 
his driver’s license. If you turn 16, 
you don’t automatically get the 
license, you have to earn it. 

Too many youngsters take 
driving for granted these days, but 
it’s not a god-given right. The 
graduated license system gives 
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drivers the opportunity to learn, 
as they would with their permit.

“Pride is like going uphill with- 
out a head. It is a hard position:” 

This is what Melba Price wanted 
to convey in her painting “Pride.” 
She and her husband, Bruce Tapola, 
are currently featured in UNO’s Art 
Gallery. 

The work depicts a headless fe- 
male child figure with a green 
polka-dot dress. The figure is climb- 
ing a flight of stairs. 

The work symbolizes the dy- 
namics of pride, Price said. We usu- 
ally let pride rule us when we are 
young, hence the child. The stairs 
represent the uphill battle pride can 
cause, she added. 

The figure is headless to symbol- 
ize the way we “lose our heads” 
when we let pride blind our judg- 
ment. 

Price graduated from-Montana 
State University with a bachelor’s 
degree in art. She received her mas- 
ters degree in Salt Lake City. She 
and Tapola now live in St. Paul 
Minn. 

Much of Price’s work is charcoal 
and gouache paint, a type of water- 
color. Her series (or the UNO show- 
ing exhibits people, mainly women. 

All of her works are pictured 
smoking cigarettes. Price said she

wanted to give the feeling of vul- 
nerability. “I wanted to show some 
lack of control,” she added. 

Tapola often uses mixed media 
and old pictures as canvasses for his 
work, painting over them with oil 
and paint. Black and white pieces 
made of Chinese ink on paper are 
also his hobby. 

Tapola’s final work is an untitled 
piece in the gallery entryway, Us- 
ing charcoal and paint on paper, his 
focus is 6,935 “counting ticks” to 
represent the exact number of days 
he and Price have been married. “It 
really looks like a lot when I put it 
down,” Tapola said. 

His work doesn’t start with a 
symbol or theme, but it often 
evolves into a political commentary, 
Tapola said.

On Home Ground

After a bumpy start and having 
a schedule filled with only away 
games during the last month, the 
Lady Mavs are returning home with 
a 6-1 conference record and look- 
ing forward to playing on their 
home court again. 

“It is nice to play at home be- 
cause we have, traditionally, re- 
ceived good crowds where the 
people in the stands are behind us 
and they're supporting us,” said 
Lady Mav Head Coach Rose Shires. 
“U's nice to know that you have 
1,000, 1,200 to 1,500 people yell- 
ing for you and encouraging you 
and behind you when you go out 
and play. 

“It’s also nice to be on your home 
court,” she added. “Not many 
people get to practice in a facility 
our size, so we have the advantage 
with that.” 

Travelling may sound like fun, 
but the Lady Mavs know too well 
that a schedule of back-to-back 
away games can be exhausting and 
difficult. 

“The biggest difference between 
playing at home is: number one, you 
get to sleep in your own bed,” Shires 
said, “Number two, you don’t have 
to either fly someplace and stay 
away from classes, which is a ma- 
jor stressor on the student-athletes, 
or drive on the bus for up to nine or 
10 hours to get someplace. Where 
you do get some classwork done, 


you’re still missing a lot of class, 
you’ re still sitting in a vehicle fora 
long period of time and it just defi- 
nitely MnrOWS you out of your whole 
routine.” 

Playing in a conference that 
makes up 25 percent of the teams 
in the American Volleyball Coaches’ 
Association’s top 20 means that the 
competition is tough and the differ- 
ence between conference rankings 
can be just a matter of one game. 

“T think, especially in our con- 
ference, it is difficult to win on the 
road — because of the travel but 
also because of the quality of the 
teams,” Shires said. “If you can get 
some wins on the road, that defi- 
nitely helps you out in the race for 
the conference title — that’s why 
when we're at home, we want to go 
undefeated.”

Friday night, the Lady Mavs face 
Augustana at 7 p.m. in the 
Fieldhouse and return again for play

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Skates, Puck and What Else?

Picture it, it’s the third period, 
with under two minutes of play re- 
maining. The Mavs’ left wing, dur- 
ing penalty kill for slashing, has a 
breakaway for the net but chooses 
a perfect drop pass back to his fol- 
low-up man, scoring the short- 
handed goal with a wicked slap 
shot. If this picture is a little foggy 
in your mind but your long-awaited 
season tickets are already in the 
mail, Hockey 101 is the answer. 

Hockey 101, sponsored by the 
Office of Campus Recreation and 
hosted by Mav Head Hockey 
Coach Mike Kemp, gives students, 
faculty and staff an opportunity to 
learn the fundamental rules of the 
sport along with the understanding 
of the individual player’s role dur- 
ing a game. — 

Kemp started: ‘off Tuesday’s first 
“class” with rink diagrams to show 


the areas where play begins withthe ~ 


face-off, and what areas of the ice 
the offensive and defensive players 
control. With that in mind, Kemp 
used a second sheet of terminology 
to explain much of the familiar 
hockey lingo that experienced play- 
ers and fans usé to describe their 
game. 

Kemp also brought in goalie 
Kendall Sidoruk and defense men 
Christian Graham to illustrate the 
equipment used by the team. The 
goalie has three main equipment 
differences from the defensive and 
offensive players: the five inch pad- 
ded leg guards, a wider stick, and a 
blocker and mitted gloves are all 
used to deflect or trap the puck dur- 
ing a shot on goal. 

All of the other players use 
smaller leg guards; a lighter, skin-

Kemp also discussed a few of the 
ruling differences between NCAA 
and NHL, including the further dis- 
tance a college player can pass, and 
the automatic icing call that exists 
in Division I play. 

“These differences make college 
hockey more wide open and action- 
packed,” Kemp said. 

With the help of the 70’s film 
Slap Shot, Kemp used the movie’s 
most obvious examples to illustrate 
hockey’s most frequent penalties.

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Mavs vs. Huskers... 
Who’s Better?

Every Saturday afternoon in Nebraska, 
two’ teams take to their Astroturf surfaces 
decked out in red and white for their respec- 
tive football games. 

It would be highly unlikely that the Mavs 
would play the Huskers, but it is possible to 
compare them through statistics. 

So let’s snap the 
ball and see how the 
teams line up on pa- 
per through the first 
three games of the 
season. 

At the quarter- 
back position, the 
matchup features 
two option quarter- 
backs in Scott Frost and Ed Thompson. Th- 
ompson is the better runner of the pair with 
368 yards to Frost’s 272. Thompson also has 
aired it out more than Frost, as he has thrown 
for 331 yards while Frost has 275. There is 
no real difference in plays that two have run 
as Thompson holds an 83-81 edge in that area. 
This one goes to the Mavs. 

The running backs for both teams are the 
bread and butter of the offense. The Huskers 
do have the edge here as they have rolled up 
1,220 yards on the turf, while the Mavs have 
run for 996. 

I-back Ahman Green for the Huskers holds 
a slight edge over the Mavs Jeff Herdzina in 
the rushing category. Green has 341 yards and 
three touchdowns to 323 and one score by 
Herdzina. 

When the bull goes up for grabs, the Husk- 
ers again hold the edge. The Husker receiv- 
ers have been credited with 410 yards, while 
the Mavs have 358. The Mavs do have an 
advantage as they have three touchdown 
catches to the Huskers’ 1. It should also be 
noted that the Mavs have only 20 catches, 
while the Huskers have 30. 

The Huskers also hold the lead on the 
scoreboard. They have racked up 124 points

so far, while the Mavs have 83. 

Surprisingly, the Mavs and Huskers are 
nearly even in the first, second, and fourth 
quarters. In those quarters the totals are 93 
for the Huskers and 80 for the Mavs. The 
third quarter is the dividing factor as the Husk- 
ers hold a commanding 31-3 lead there. 

Overall, the Husk- 
ers do hold the ad- 
vantage on the offen- 
sive side of the ball, 
but the Mavs have 
the better quarter- 
back on the stats 
page. 

Defensively, the 
two teams are closer 
to each other. 

Both sides have registered 91 tackles on 
the season. Both teams also have seven play- 
ers in double digits in tackles as well. The 
Huskers are led by Matt Brown’s 19 tackles, 
while the Mavs counter with Demetrius 
Richards and 18 stops to his credit. 

The Huskers also have a lead in the tack- 
les for loss category, 24-23, but the Mavs have 
sent opponents back 104 yards to the Husk- 
ers 70 on those hits. 

The Mavs hold a lead in sacks as they have 
gotten to the quarterback nine times for 81 
yards in losses, while the Huskers have done 
that 7 times for 40 yards. 

Special teams are also a deadlock as Mav 
Paul Kosel is 5/9 on field goals this season, 
while Husker Kris Brown is only 4/7. Brown 
holds a lead in PAT’s as he has connected on 
all 16 of his this year, while Kosel is 8/9. 

The punters are also close in the stats as 
they have 10 punts for 368 yards (36.8 aver- 
age) while the Huskers have 7 for 266 (41.7 
average). , 

When all is said and done, the Huskers do 
have an edge over the Mavs on paper. Then 
again, the Mavs don’t have bye weeks and 
don’t play patsies, either.
